Pretty, red-haired, Jean Bates tes- 
tified tC'day that as a secretary 
for a midwest munitions combine 
now under war profits investiga- 
tion she handled frequent tele- 
phone calls from Rep. May (D- 
Ky) and "on several occasions" 
from the office of Senator Bark- 
ley (D-Ky). 


Mrs. Bates told her story to the 


senate war investigating commit- 
tee in its inquiry of the wartime 
operations of a group of compa- 
nies in which the Garsson Broth- 
ers, Henry and Murray, were ac- 
tive. 


She said that "two 
or three 


times " a week the Washington 
office of the combine got calls 
from Rep. May, chairman of the 
house military committee. 


The calls from Barkley's office, 


Mrs. Bates added, came from a 
woman she believed to be the sec- 
retary of the senate majority lead- 
er. Mrs. Bates did not know, she 
said, whether Barkley himself took 
part in the telephone conversa- 
tions. 


Today's mention was the first 


time that Barkley's name has gone 
into the committee's public hear- 
ings. 


Names Six Office* Called 


Mrs. Bates named six congres- 


sional offices which she said either 
had called or had been called by 
Joseph Freeman, sales agent for 
the munitions makers. 


She named the offices as those 


of: 


Senator Barkley. 
House Majority Leader McCor- 


mack ,D-Mass). 


Rep. May. 
Rep. Sabath (D-I11) chairman of 


the house rules committee. 


Former Rep. Dickstein (D-NY), 


then chairman of the house immi- 
gration committee 


Senator Capehart (R-Ind) 
Mrs. 
Bates told the committee 


that Freeman would call Sabath 
"maybe one** a week ;* and that 
Sabath called Freeman "a couple 
of times." She said that she had 
called Sabath's office as well as 
May's in searching for Freeman 
by telephone.

Senator Capehart once for Free- 
^nan and 
telephoned 
Dickstein 


"quite frequently—maybe twice a 
month." She added that Dickstein 
called her office "several times." 


In saying she had answered tel-

Rains Flood Iowa;

Ottumwa, la., July 17—(AP)— 


Torrential rains, measuring more 
than 7 inches at many points, 
sent rivers and streams out of 
their banks in south central Iowa 
today and caused at least 
five 


deaths. 


The Des Moines river rose 11:5 


feet in 24 hours at Eddyville. 16 
miles upstream from here, and 
was expected to rise another three 
feet. 


The deluge was restricted to a 


relatively 
small area, but the 


flooded rivers and creeks carried 
away some bridges, closed high- 
ways and halted trains through- 
out much of the region. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bob Stone and 


Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd Harris, all of 
Georgetown, la., drowned when 
their car plunged into a flooded 
creek two miles west of Albia 
where a bridge had washed out. 


Earl Repp, 38, Ottumwa section 


foreman for the Burlington rail- 
road, was killed when the motor 
car on which he was riding with 
several other men on an emergen- 
cy call due to the heavy rains, was 
struck by a train about three 
miles northwest of Albia. 


The same area was rut by cost- 


ly floods about a month ago.

west of Albia and there was no 
rail service in Ottumwa today. The

Washington, July 17—(AP)— 


Optimism that the price control 
deadlock may be broken before 
nightfall was voiced by Senate 
Democratic 
Leader Barkley of 


Kentucky today after a senate- 
house committee canvassed the 
possibilities of compromise. 


Senator Downey (D-Calif), an- 


other member of the 14-man com- 
mittee, told reporters "there is a 
possibility" an agreement could be 
out "before the day ends." 


They talked to reporters when 


the committee recessed its deliber- 
atjons for lunch. 


It was learned that at the meet- 


ing house members insisted that 
the senate drop the bans in its new 
bill again price controls of meats, 
butter, eggs and a long list of oth- 
er items of the housewife's mar- 
ket basket. 


Word circulated that President 


Truman likely would veto any 
measure which came to him with 
these exemptions. 


While the conference committee 


was at work, the White House 
made public a declaration from 
the War Reconversion Advisory 
Board that abandonment of price 
controls-will leave the nation un- 
protected "against a 
dangerous 


rise in prices in the interval be- 
fore the normal economic forces 
are working." 


"Proper 
provision 
should be 


made to extend the life of OPA for 
a period not to exceed one year," 
the board said in a report to 
President Truman. 


At the Capitol, there were re- 


ports that President 
Truman's 


stand was this: he would sign the 
new OPA bill, overlooking other 
objections, if congress knocks out 
the exemptions of meat and other 
foods from price controls. 


House members of the confer- 


ence committee were reported urg- 
ing tnat as a basis for compro- 
mise. 


Do\^ey. told newsmen that "if 


Senators Tobey (R-NH) and Rad- 
cliffe (D-Mdj will agree" to the 
house members proposal "this con- 
ference can end quickly."

However, Coroner 
Frank C. Keppy said further ex- 
amination would be necessary be- 
fore positive identification could 
be established. 


The bodies were brought to a 


Davenport funeral home. 


A plane belonging to the Iowa

was reported overdue from a trip 
to York, Pa,, an official was en 
route here to assist in identifying 
the bodies.

Mihailovic, Eight 


Followers, Killed 
by Yugoslav Squad 


Executions Carried Out 


in Private 
Military 


Ceremony Today 


Belgrade, July 17.—(AP)—Gen. 


Draja Mihailovic, once acclaimed 
by the allied world as the organ- 
izer of the Yugoslav 
resistance 


movement, died before a firing 
squad at dawn today—less than 48 
hours after 
his 
qpnviction on 


charges of treason and collabora- 
tion with the Germans. 


Eight other men who were con- 


victed with the former Chetnik 
leader, were executed at the same 
time, in a private military cere- 
mony. 


The others executed were: 
Radoslav-Rade Radio, 56, former 


Chetnik unit commander. 


Milos Ghsch, 36, Chetnik leader. 
Oskar Pavlovic, 54, former Za- 


greb chief of police. 


Dragi Yovanovic, 
44. former 


chief of police of Belgrade. 


Yanasje-Tasa Dime, 55, former 


minister of the interior in the pup- 
pet government of the late Pre- 
mier Milan Nedic, who committed 
suicide last January by leaping 
from his jail cell. 


Velibor Yonic, 54, Nedic's minis- 


ter of education. 


Djuro Dokic, 72, former minis- 


ter of commerce. 


Kosta Musicki, 49, former aide- 


de-camp to king Peter. 


Mihailovic and 23 co-defendants 


were convicted last Monday by a 
Yugoslav military court. He and 10 
others were sentenced to death, 
and the remaining 13 to prison 
terms ranging from 20 years to 
18 months. 


Appeals Rejected Tuesday 


Two of those sentenced to death 


and eight of those sentenced to 
prison were convicted in absentia. 


The presidium of the Yugoslav 


parliament yesterday rejected ap- 
peals for mercy. 


The trial of the Serbian-born 


Chetnik leader and his fellow de- 
fendants began June 10, and was 
marked by partial "confessions" 
on the part of some of the prin- 
cipals. 
Mihailovic, h o w e v e r , 


maintained that he was innocent 
of collaboration and that he had 
fought to drive the Nazis from 
Yugoslavia. 


The Yugoslav government re- 


fused throughout the proceedings 
to allow U. S. fliers, who had been 
forced down in Yugoslavia, to tes- 
tify that they owed their lives 
to Mihailovic and his Chetmks. 


Charges against Mihailovic in- 


cluded an allegation that his Chet- 
niks attacked Partisan forces led 
by Marshal Tito, now premier of 
Yugoslavia. 


Won High Honors 


A veteran army officer, Mihailo- 


vic left a Belgrade military aca- 
demy at the age of 17 to join the 
army when the Balkan war broke 
out in 1912. He was quickly pro- 
moted to second lieutenant, and 
later won high honors in the first 
World War. 


Subsequently, he served as mili- 


tary attache in Sofia and Prague, 
and was one of the youngest ma- 
jors in the Yugoslav army. 


Mihailovic was a 
regimental 


commander with the rank of colo- 
nel when Germany invaded Yugo- 
slavia in April, i»41. 
After the 


government fled, he retired into 
the mountain wilderness and or- 
ganized a band of followers. With- 
in a short time, he was recog- 
nized by rxiled King Peter as his 
war minister and as the field lead- 
er of the Yugoslav 
resistance 


movement. 


Hailed by'Allied WorM 


Reports of his exploits against 


the Germans and of his fanatic re- 
sistance in the face of overwhelm- 
ing odds quickly earned him the 
admiration of the allied 
world.

Will Drop on 75 


Ships in Lagoon 


Aboard the U. S. S. Mount Mc- 


Kinley, July 17.—(AP)—Seventy- 
five ships were selected today to 
brave the fearsome pressures of 
the underwater atomic bomb blast, 
and most of them already are in 
Bikini lagoon. 


This is two more than the num- 


ber of ships in the July 1 target 
array. In addition, a dozen land- 
ing craft will be spaced in the la- 
goon when the bomb goes off July 
25 (July 24, U. S. time). 


The decision to increase the 


number of target ships by one de- 
stroyer and a tank landing ship 
was made by the joint chiefs of 
staff and announced by Vice Adm. 
William H. P. Blandy, task force 
commander. 


There will be 29 fighting ships 


in the lagoon—five 
battleships, 


two carriers, three cruisers, eleven 
destroyers and eight submarines. 


Bring in Spares 


Other major target ships will be 


17 transports, 28 landing ships 
and" one 
large 
landing 
craft. 


Spares have been brought in to 
make up for the five ships sunk 
by the July 1 bomb. 


Blandy announced that the time 


for setting off the bomb had been 
moved up 15 minutes .to 8:35 a. m. 
(4:35 p. m. July 24. Central Day- 
light Time) but might be held off 
as late as noon because of weather. 


Rear Adm. W. S. Parsons, depu- 


ty task force commander for tech- 
nical direction, told a news con- 
ference the elaborate trigger for 
the bomb would be cocked at the 
last minute by a nine-man team. 


The team will be headed by Dr. 


Marshall Holloway, Los Alamos, 
N. M.» physicist and faculty mem- 
ber of Cornell University.

(AP)—Russian authorities 
have 


told the United States Amry that 
two United States officers who 
supposedly disappeared into the 
Russian zone of Berlin recently 
cannot be located. It was an- 
nounced here officially today. 


The missing men 
are 
Capt. 


Harold Cobm of New York City 
and Newark, N. J., and Lt. George 
Wyatt, of Oklahoma City. They 
were last seen on July 4 board- 
ing a train for Oranienburg, a 
Russian provisional hearquarters 
26 miles north of Berlin. 


The Russians yesterday released 


two other missing American, War- 
rant Officer and Mrs. Samuel L. 
Harrison, and the Americans re- 
leased three Russians, two of them 
Army officers, who had been held 
on suspicion of espionage. 


An Army Public Relations of- 


ficer said the Russians had as- 
serted that they "have been un- 
able to locate Cobin and Wyatt 
and that to the best of their 
knowledge they arc not being held 
in the Russian zone." 


It had been believed in Berlin 


that the American officers were 
being held as 
"hostages" 
for 


three Russians which 
the 
Red 


Army had asserted were being 
held by U. S. authorities.

kidnap-slaying of Suzanne Deg- 
nan and the slaying of two Chi- 
cago women. 


The Chicago Tribune said today 


that Heiren's counsel

next few days expects to take a 
full and written confession from 
the 17-year-old 
college 
student 


"that he was the slayer" of the 
six-year-old Degnan child and also 
of Frances Brown. 33, a former 
WAVE, and Mrs. Josephine Ross, 
43. 


However, John Coghlan, Heir- 


en's attorney, 
reiterated 
today, 


that Heirens had made no con- 
fession and added, "there is no 
prospect of a confession." 


Times Tells of "Bargain" 
Meanwhile, 
the Daily Times 


said today it had learned front 
"reliable sources" that details of 
a "bargain" 
to spare Heirens 


from the death sentence in re- 
turn for a signed confession to 
three slayings had been "ironed 
out" at a secret conference yes- 
terday between State's Attorney 
William J. Tuohy and the youth's 
lawyers. The story added that the 
youth would "talk soon" to Tuohy. 


The Tribune's story today re- 


lated that a conference last Sun- 
day by Tuohy and his assistants 
and defense counsel "centered on 
whether the state would demand 
a sentence of life and 99 years or 
on a sentence of 'natural' life. 


Claims State Wins Point 


"It is understood that the state 


has gained its point. The present 
understanding, it is reported, calls 
for a sentence of 'natural' life In 
the penitentiary, i. e., a sentence 
which would mean that Heirens 
would die in prison. However, "to 
make doubly 
sure of 
this, the 


agreement reported includes a pro- 
viso that Heirens 
make 
guilty 


pleas and be sentenced on 15 or 
more burglarly charges to be 
served after—if ever—the natural 
life sentence. Both the state's at- 
torney and counsel for Heirens are 
agreed that under these terms the 
triple slayer never again would 
be a free man. 


The Tribune added that Heirens' 


parents "have advised their attor- 
neys to do 'what's best'." 


In a copyright story yesterday 


the Tribune said it had learned 
from 
"unimpeachable sources" 


that Heirens "has told" of kidnap- 
ing and killing the Degnan child 
and also of slaying Miss Brown 
and Mrs. Ross. Today, the Trib- 
une said that both the prosecution 
and defense attorneys had stated 
"that Heirens did not tell of the 
murders while under the influ- 
ence of sodium pethoal,

the drug at the Bridewell hospital 
June 29." However. Heirens' de- 
fense attorneys as well as prose- 
cuting attorneys have, to a man, 
declined comment on whether the 
drug was administered 
to

In any event. Dr. Roy R. Grin- 


ker, Chicago 
psychiatrist, 
who 


used this treatment to hea1 the 
minds of battle-shocked war vet- 
erans, described the drug's effect* 
this way: 


Injections of sodium pentothal

Freight Rate Hike 


Okayed by State 


Sping-fielcl, 111.. July 17 —<AP)~ 


Illinois railroads were authorized 
today by the state commerce com- 
mission to boost their intrastate 
freight rates temporarily. 


The increase, effective for six 


months 
unless 
extended 
later, 


amounts to about sis per cent on 
manufactured and three per cent 
on agricultural products. 


The state commission order fol- 


lowed an Interstate 
Commerce 


Commission o r d e r temporarily 
raising interstate freight rates of 
al (carriers by ten per cent. 


S t a t e Commission 
Chairman 


John D. Biggs said 28 other states 
have approved similar increases to 
those granted by the Illinois com- 
mission. 


The Illinois commission denied 


requests for an additional five per 
cent incerase on intrastate traffic, 
amounting to about SI.000.000 an- 
nually. It also denied a proposed 
increase of 50 cents per hundred- 
weight on less than carload lots. 


The commission rejected a pro- 


posed greater increase 
on coal 


rates from Southern Illinois coal 
.mine groups to the East St. Louis 
area than would apply by using 
Belleville coal mining groups as a 
base group. 


Biggs said shippers, chambers 


of commerce, farm, livestock and 
other groups entered no protests 
against the increases granted. He 
said this possibly was caused by 
the fact that the federal commis- 
sion could have ordered the intra- 
state rates set at national levels.

league showed that 78 collected 
tavern license fees, from as low as 
S60 a year to the top of $1.500 in 
Salem, a southern 
Illinois city 


which collects it from three liquor 
establishments. 


Among the cities collecting large 


annual ta"ern fee revenue were 
Alton ,$23,750 at S125 each: Belle- 
ville. S2"705; Bloomington. S24.- 
597; Danville $38.950 at rates of 
S200 to S575; Elgin. S22.400 at 
S700; 
Atolim. $41,500 at S500: 


Peoria. S8S.500 at S500: Quincy.

Permanent Regular 
Army Force of One 


Million Is Planned 


Washington, July 17—(AP) — 


Plans for a permanent regular 
Army of 1,000,000 men and offi- 
cers confronted "congress today 
after a closed-door session of the 
senate military committee. The 
pre-war 1939 strength was 188,- 
000. 


Senators who listened to top- 


ranking Army planners said the 
long-range setup calls for 400,000 
in the air forces, 300,000 in the 
ground forces. 175,000 in the serv- 
ice forces, and 125,000 in train- 
ing. 


Lt. Gen. J. Lawton Collins, a 


ground troop leader in the last 
war, and Maj. Gen. Lauris Nor- 
stad. who directed air operations, 
sat in the closed session with the 
lawmakers, some of whom have 
questioned the need for doubling 
the present strength of 25.000 
regular Army officers to 50,000. 


Armed with carefully covered 


charts and detailed plans, the 
Army leaders explained that they 
would need not 50,000 but at least 
100,000 officers to lead the peace- 
time forces. 


Officers From Reserves 


In addition to the 50.000 pro- 


fessional or career officers, they 


said another 60,000 would b« ob- 
tained from the National Guard, 
Organized Reserves and similar 
units.

Labor Shortage Is 
Predlctedjhis Fal 


Washington, July 17—(Af) — 


A. new manpower shortage by fal 
is looming- larger in the eyes of 
some federal economists. 


Officials of the Civilian Produc- 


tion Administration, who first re- 
ported the possibility in May, say 
now they are "even more convinc- 
ed" by latest census reports on 
employment. 


The Census bureau found the 


civilian working force had risen 
to 56,740,000 in June, approach- 
ing the "sixty million jobs" level 
which 
Secretary of Commerce 


Henry A. Wallace calls "full em- 
ployment." 


OPA officials interviewed said 


the manpower pinch might be felt 
as early as October or November, 
growing out of three factors: (1) 
Demands for perhaps 1,000,000 
men in construction and building 
materials, (2) Sizeable expansion 
on the retail trades and services, 
and (3) Continued but smaller new 
hiring by factories. 


Some analysts in the Office of 


War Mobilization ^uid Reconver- 
sion say there is "better1 than 50-50 
chance" for a manpower shortage 
this fall; others believe it will be 
severe in some industries and lo- 
calities but not general. 


The consensus, however, is that 


housing construction will run into 
serious manpower troubles as the 
hdmes-for-veterans drive gets into 
full swing; that the lower-paid in- 
dustries like textile mills and brick 
yards will encounter a recurrance 
of their wartime difficulties, and

was chosen to receive Presidential 
Unit citations on behalf of the 
ships.

the Pacific war. . 


"Fo extraordinary heroism in

For a foreigner who has been 
reared in the understanding that 
England's constitutional monarch 
has no governmental authority in 
his own right, there's an odd ring 
in the current petitions by Britisn 
housewives to their king to repeal 
the 
bread 
rationing 
which is 


scheduled to become etfective July 
21. 


Of course King George can't re- 


verse his government's decision to 
ration bread 
and the indignant 


housewives are quite well aware of 
that fact, although your corre- 
spondent — having 
experienced 
Britain's 
Spartan rationing rec- 
ently— has an understanding sym- 
pathy with them in their pJea> in 
the present case the appeals went 
to the Home Office to be dealt 
with, and the chances that His 
Majesty would be consulted about 
them were indeed remote. 
Why 


then are such petitions addressed 
to him? 


Well, of course, traditio n has 


something to do with it—tradition 
which dates back to the days when 
kings ruled by divine right and 
were lords of all they surveyed. 
And the average Briton clings to 
tradition as a Scotsman does to a 
sixpense. However, it strikes me 
that the real reason 
lies in the 


very fact that these days the mon- 
arch has no governmental powers 
but is completely detached from 
the political arena. 


Because 
he is wholly outside 


politics although devoting his life 
to the pepole, he is held in the 
deepest respect and affection by 
his subjects. They feel that he is 
on of the men upon which they can 
bank without reserve. And so, be- 
cause of the unique position which 
he holds, an appeal addressed to 
him, even though he never deals 
with it, attracts public attention. 
Proof of this lies in the fact that 
the food ministry has increased 
the proposed bread ration slightly 
for children under 18 since the 
housewives' protest. 


However, that isn't the whole 
story. Actually, and the constitu- 
tion notwithstanding the King of 
England is a very powerful indi- 
vidual, and the ministers of gov- 
ernment pay much deference to 
his wishes. The reasons are (1) 
the high regard in which his sub- 
jects 
hold him, and (2) the fact 


that the direct heir to the throne 
is trained intensively from birth 
for his or her great responsibility. 
His education 
includes not only 


schooling in affairs of 
the home 


country but of the entire empne 
and the world at large. Thus the 
ruler is supremely well equipped to 
deal with matters of state. 


It probably is true, as I have 


reported in this column from Lon- 
don six months ago, that the pres- 
ent ruler, George VI, Is far less in- 
clined 
to voice strong p«rsonal 


views than 
were 
his immediate 


predecessors. 
That would be nat- 


ural if for no other reason than 
that he wasn't the direct heir and 
has had to acquire most of his 
training since becoming; king—is 
still acquiring it, for that matter. 
However, his disposition not to in- 
terefere 
with state affairs com- 


pdements the new Socialist regime 
perfectly and make him a most 
acceptable monarch for a leftist 
government.

-July 17—(AP)—The atomic bomo 
which burst over Bikini lagoon 
July 1 has taken the lives so far of 
only 15.3 per cent of the animals 
exposed to its blast and radioac- 
tivity, Vice Adm. William H. P. 
Blandy, 
atom test commander, 


said today. 


The per cent of the animals, he 


said, were 
killed 
outright.

that other deaths from 


radiation were expected to occur 
during the next three months and 
commented that mortality so far 
was at the "expected rate". 


His report said 2,982 of the 3,519 


animals used in the test were still 
alive. 


(Blandy's statement was in sharp 


contrast with that of an officer 
who reported at Kwajalein Mon- 
day that the Animals were "dying 
like flies."

Springfield, Ill.--Taxes for coun- 


ty government purposes showed 
decreases this year compared to 
last year in seven of th« fourteen 
Illinois counties between 30,000 and 
40,000 population. 
The county taxes in the fourteen 


counties of this population group 
showed a net decrease of ?3,135 
this year under the prior year. 


These facts ware revealed for 


the first time today in the fifth an- 
nual county tax survey just re- 
leased by the Taxpayers' Federa- 
tion of Illinois, a non-profit, non- 
partisan, non-political organiza- 
tion for tax control. 
The seven counties showing tax 


decreases this year weie: Christ- 
ian, Coles, Saline, Jackson, Mc- 
Henry, Randolph, and Iroquois. 


Showing tax increases were the 


seven remaining counties: Living- 
ston, Bureau, Morgan, Lee, Mont- 
gomery, DeKalb, and Jefferson. 


Listed in order of 1945 county 


taxes (payable this year), exclu- 
sive of pauper relief, from highest 
to lowest were: Livingston, Lee, 
Bureau, Iroquois, McHenry, Mor- 
gan, Montgomery, DeKalb, Coles, 
Christian, Jefferson, Saline, Kan- 
dolph, and Jackson. 


The largest reductions in taxes 


were shown by Jackson County, 
$30,448; Christian, $10,375 and 
Saline, $9,398. Jackson County's 
large decrease was due to a reduc- 
tion of $31,159 in its levy for bonds 
and interest. A $9,321 decrease in 
Christian county's corporate fund 
was responsible for most of the 
reduction in this county. Saline 
County had decreases in all of its 
funds with the largest drop— 
58,734—being in the bond and in- 
terest fund. 


Counties having the largest tax 


increases in this population group 
were Livingston, $14,506; Mor- 
gan, $14,202 and Montgomery, 
$13.153. An increase of $14,047 in 
the tuberculosis fund gave the ma- 
jority of the increase in Livingston 
county. A similar boost in the 
same fund resulted in the increase 
in Morgan county. Creation of a 
new Public Health fund in Mont- 


gomery county was the cause of 
this county's increase. 


Five counties of this population 


group showed a reduction in their 
rates, five showed increases, and 
four retained the same rate. Jack- 
son county had a 21 cent rate re- 
duction while Saline county's rate 
decreased 7 cents. 


For the 101 downstate counties, 
taxes this year increased $602,123 
over the prior year. However, new 
or increased taxes voted by the 
people combined with increased 
taxes to permit two counties 
(Champaign and Sangamon) to 
change their fiscal year, more than 
accounted for the net increase for 
all the downstate counties. 


The Federation survey revealed 


that taxes for county purposes de- 
creased in 53 downstate counties 
and increased in 48 counties. The 
total downstate tax buiden for 
county taxes payable this year 
was 
$15,296,724 
compared 
to 


$14,694,601 last year or a net in- 
crease of $602,123. Assessed val- 
uations in downstate dropped from 
$3,175,790,567 
a year ago to 


$3,155,585,453 this year or a d«- 
crease of $20,205,114. 


Since county tax statistics in Ill- 


inois are not recorded in any c-ent- 
ral place, the Federation secured 
the data for this survey from coun- 
ty clerks and auditors and from 
the Illinois State Department of 
Revenue-.This is the .fifth consecu- 
tive year the Federation has made 
this study. 


In commenting on the downstate 


county tax picture, the Federation 
said that the trend of downstate 
county taxes has remained fairly 
constant during the past year. The 
Federation pointed out that of the 
over-all net increase of $602,123 
for downstate the greater portion 
($487,463) of this increase resulted 
from new taxes authorized by a 
vote of the people. 


"Local taxpayers must continue 


to organize throughout the state," 
the Federation said, "and coop- 
erate with local officials to obtain 
the most efficient government at 
the lowest cost."
